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Re Item III 

Non-establishment of opinion with regard to novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability 

The present application contains 43 claims, 1 1 of which are presented as independent 
claims. 

Claims 1 and 7-1 1 have been drafted as separate independent claims but relate effectively 
to the same subject matter and differ from each other only with regard to the definition of 
the subject matter for which protection is sought. This objection also applies to 
independent claims 39-43. Said claims therefore lack conciseness (Article 6 PCT). 
Although the claims have been searched, no opinion will be formulated with respect to 
novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability of the subject matter of claims 1-43, as the 
excessive number of independent claims leads to lack of clarity of the claims as a whole 
and places an undue burden on those seeking to establish the extent of the protection 
sought (Article 34(4)(a)(ii) PCT). 
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
